The glass industry was one of the 
earliest industries established in the 
Americas. The first glasshouse was 
founded in 1535 in the city of Puebla, 
Mexico; soon followed by a second in 1542 
in the town of Cordoba, Argentina. These 
early glass houses remelted the glass from 
Europe that. had been broken and 
fashioned it into various thick, unartistic 
utility ware and semi-transparent sheets of 


ass. 
The London Company of. Virginia 


established a | greene for the making of 
‘“‘olasses and beads’’” in Jamestown, 
Virginia Colony in 1608. Since this was 
just one year after the colony was founded, 
it is evident that glass making was 
considered to be an important industry. 

Although the industry continued to share 
the needs of a new and developing world, it 
‘was more than a century later before glass 
making was to become one of the major 
industries. It was in 1820 that the pressed 
glass machine was invented. This Srought 
a new day to glass making and also to the 
pioneer housewife who needed something 
to brighten the drab and oftén hard life of 
the early days. : 

Because of a fire in the US Parent Office, 
ithe record of who invented the pressed 


“glass machine has been lost. The basic 


‘principle was to chip a pattern in the sides 
iof a two-part or three-part mould, close the 
‘mould and fill it with molten glass (much 
the same way that ceramics are made). 

Although the Boston and Sandwich 
Works was the most famous of the early 
glasshouses, there were about 16 others 
operating in the US between 1830-1850; 
and approximately 65 from 1850-1900 when 
pressed glass reached its greatest 
popularity. It was during the second half of 
the nineteenth century that glass making in 
‘Canada began in a serious way. 

The first glasshouse in Canada that we 
have record of was the Mallorytown Glass 
Works in Mallorytown, Ont. This company 
opened in about 1837 but closed in 1839 or 
1840. However it was the seed of glass 
making that grew into more than ‘30 
(Canadian factories that opened before 
1900. The Canadian factories were to

expression. Like so many other things, the 
Canadian glass has been overshadowed by 
the great amounts produced in the United 
States. It has only been in recent years that 
we have begun to appreciate our own 
ias a separate field of collecting. 

It is true that many of the same patterns 
sheers in the US were also uced in 
Canada. This came about because of the 
prace of renting moulds. The factory that 

ired the artist to chip the original mould 
used it not only for production, but also to 
rent to other companies to help re-coup the 
cost of mould making. Other over-laps 
were caused by mould makers changing 
employment. Since their skill was in suc 
demand, they. moved frequently when they 
had a chance to better their wage. 

While the mould might be the same used 
by another company, the individuality of 
the glass maker caused slight variations in 
the production. By, close examination one 
can detect these variations and thus know 
which glasshouse produced the piece. Still 
other patterns were made by only one 
factory. ‘These are the easy ones to 
identify.

lass can be confusing and sometimes 
strating, but also rewarding. What 
better way to build a collection of historical 
art than to collect and identify the maker 
and sometimes to find the. /particular 
pattern was made. Was it made for beauty; 
‘© commemorate a historical event; or 
simply to compete with a similar pattern 
that was enjoying success on the market? 
There has been many books written 
about pressed glass. If you are interested 
n more information about pressed glass, I 
would recommend Treasury of Canadian 
Glass published by Colockhousé Publica- 
tions in Peterborough, Ont. or Ruth Webb 
Lee’s Early American Pressed Glass and 
Victorian Glass published by Lee Publica- 
tions of Wellesley Hills, Massachusetts.

*‘Declining school enrolment should have 
the effect of lessening the number of 
students in every classroom. If we truly 
believe in the beep of educational 
opportunity, providing teachers with more 
appropriate numbers of students to work 
with is a reasonable means of ensuring it,’’ 
says James J, Carey, the newly-elected 
President of the Ontario Teacher’s 


Federation. Mr. Carey was elected at the _ 


annual meeting of the Federation’s Board 
of Governors held this week at the Prince 
Hotel in. Toronto. He succeeds Ross 
Andrew as President of OTF, the 
organization representing 106,000 teachers 
in the province. 


‘““‘Teaching is a person-to-person pro 


cess. Teachers attempt to educate each 
student to the limit of his or her capacity. ‘ 


We are more concerned with a student’s 
progress than a student’s grade place- 
ment. Those outside education sometimes 
confuse that with a lowering of standards. 


" Ontario teachers 
» elect president — 


Obviously smaller classes would enhance 
the educational process,’’ says Mr. Carey, 
who, as a father of five and a veteran 
teacher, is deeply. concerned with the 
quality of instruction Ontario’s students 
are receiving. 

‘‘At the present time,’’ Mr. Carey 
explains, ‘‘when we already have a surplus 
of trained teachers, we should substan- 
tially reduce the size of our classes to 
enable each child to learn more effectively. 
This is expensive only if one ignores the 
costs of later diagnosis and remediation of 


learning difficulties, special education and 
adult re-training.’’ In addition to having 


served as \ist “Vice-President of the 
Federation for the past year and as a 
member of the Executive since 1974, Mr. 
Carey has been active in his own affiliate, 
the Ontario English Catholic Teachers’ 
Association. He has been a member of the 
Association’s Provincial Executive since 
1969 and was president of OECTA from 
1972-1973.

Cattlemen from across .Canada went 
back to.school for three days to study 
heritable beef production traits at the CHA 
National Judging Clinic. ; 

The Clinic was held at the excellent 
facilities of the College of Veterinary 
Medicine, University of Saskatchewan, 
Saskatoon, from July 24 to July 26. 

Chairman of the Clinic, Lyal Fox, 
Lloydminster, Sask., reports that there was 
an overwhelming response by purebred 
and commercial cattlemen to attend the 
Clinic. 

Cattlemen were afforded an unique 
opportunity -to compare practical beef 
production with other breeders as they 
were divided into judging groups of four. 
Each team, after some compromise, was 
required to make a group placing on each 
class. Participants at the Clinic evaluated - 

- market steers : 

- female reproduction 

- male reproduction 

‘. frame size and scoring 

- animal muscle and structure 

- beef carcasses. 

The tone of the Judging Clinic was set by 
‘Dr. ‘‘Red’’ C.M. Williams, Department of 
Animal Science at the University, as he 
olltlined .in. detail the demands of the 
consumer for both quality cuts and the 
trend to more manufactured beef products. 
In addition, he discussed the variance of 
beef production due to: management and 
available feed inputs. .

resulting.from decreased enrolments. The 
study is expected \to touch on issues like 
school closings, pupil transportation, 
community use of schools, teacher supply 
and demand, and cost implications of any 
recommendations put forward.

John Tebworth 
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Percy Township farrier 


HASTINGS - The most common image 
of the country blacksmith is of an elderly 
man, his face lines through years of hard 
work over a blazing forge. 

Joel Carmichael couldn't be farther from 
that image. The Percy Township man is 27 
years of age and only recently became a 
full-time farrier after graduating from a 
school specializing in teaching young men 
and women the skills involved in 
horseshoeing. 


By definition, Carmichael is. not a 
blacksmith. While a true blacksmith forms 
his own horseshoes, Carmichael receives 
his already-made from a factory. He also 
does not deal in ornamental work as would 

_a-blacksmith, preferring to confine’ his 
labors to trimming and shoeing horses’ 
hooves. <i 

Carmichael is a Toronto resident who 
moved to Peterborough to attend Trent 
University, taking courses in native 
studies. But the program had little future 
for him since, he felt, white men were 

- being ‘‘weeded out”’ in favor of the natives 
themselves. 

Looking for an alternative, he chose the 

- skill of the farrier, basing his decision on 
several summers of work with a blacksmith 
as a youth. The profession, he said, “‘was 
part of my roots.’’ 


He began commuting from his Peter- 
borough home to the Canadian School of 
Horseshoeing in Mount Albert, north of 
Uxbridge, for an eight-week course in the 
skill. The school is one of two in this 

eneral area, the second being run by 
Candia Manpower in Ottawa. Carmichael 
said he chose the Mount Albert course 
because of the more personal instruction 
that it offered. Although the Ottawa 
school’s program was longer - five months 
- it had only one instructor. The Mount 
Albert school had four, each giving his own 
views on the way the various techniques 


Common image 
just doesn't fit 


Carmichael did well at the school. His 
instructors sensed his natural abilities with 
the horses and the skills involved in 
horseshoeing and often gave him the most 
difficult tasks. There were two other 
students in the class and Carmichael is now 
the only one who has made it as a farrier. | 


- He credits his success with his background 


in blacksmithing, saying that the eight- 
week course is really not long enough for 
beginners. 


Graduating ‘fromthe course, he set 
himself up as a full-time farrier in 
Peterborough on June 1 of this year but 
soon found it inconvenient to live in the city 
while his barn and horse were located in 
the country. So a month ago, along with his 
wife and two children, he moved to the 
former home of Tony Holder on the 8th line 
of Percy Township. The 12 acres, offers 
enough room for his two quarier horse 
mares but he hopes to acquire more room 
to begin growing oats and hay. 


Most of his business still lies in/the area 
of Peterborough, Keene and Lakefield but 
pate are slowly but surely picking up in 
the Hastings district. ‘‘Most of the people 
around here who. have used me are pretty 
pleased,’’ he said. He spends most of his 
time working on riding horses in boarding 
stables but sometimes gets called on to 
shoe one of ‘‘the-big brutes,’’ the draft 
horses. He averages about three full days 
of work a week and can make up to $100 a 
day, charging $24 for four new shoes and 
from $6 for trimming. 

Since much of his business is some 
distance away, he uses a half ton truck to 
transport the equipment of his trade. The 
traditional blacksmith’s forge has been 
replaced by a portable propane forge. 

Carmichael plans to work as a farrier 
‘“‘for 10 or 15 years’’ before moving to 
another passion - training”horses. As a 
youth he had lived on a hobby farm and

Q. At what point is an employee's claim for compensation 
arising out of a work injury considered completely 
closed, with no furtker opportunity for any type of 
appeal. 


A. Literally never. There is, of course, a formal appeal

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Man has’ been trying to light the, 
' darkness since he lived in caves. The 
remains of the burned torches found by 


archologist today are thé eveidence we 
have of the first lamps used. The quest for 
better lighting has never ceased. 

Man put animal fat in a shallow bowl and 


burned it for light. He later found it he put 


a string of natural fibre in the fat and 
lighted the fiber thatfhe had a better light. 
Begetable Oils and gnimal fat continued to 
be used to centurieS untold as the principle 


_ fuel for lighting. Then the great leaps 


forward in lighting began when Colonel 
E.L. Drake drilled the first oil well in 1859. 
The resulting plentiful supply of lighting 
oil, called kerosene or oil, opened a 
new era of lighting devices. 
The first effort was to flatten the solid 
round wicks that had been used.in whale oil 
lamps. The newly discovered coal oil, using 


‘a flat wick lamp, gave a brighter light than 
- had been known before. Man was on his 


way to turning night into day. 

With the patenting Bf the round wick 
burner constructed around a central draft 
tube, man became estatic. No home was 
considered modern in the 1890’s that did 
not have the round wick draft lamp in 
evidence in every room. A_ winnipeg 


- newsman wrote an article to say that night 
‘had passed from the modern home. The 


lone Canadian nights ‘‘are no longer a 
mass of blackness with shadows lurking at 
every hand’’. Yet with all the blessings 
bestowed on them by the public and press, 
the round wick lamp had its drawbacks. 
The flafire was yellow, it flickered, and the 


‘lamp emitted smoke and fumes. more 


research was: still needed to find the 
perfect lamp. __. 

One day in 1905 Victor Samuel Johnson 
had the si ae to see a new lightin 
device called the ‘incandescent mantle 


that had been invented earlier by an 


Austrian chemist. He was amazed! Here 
was,a steady burning, white light brighter 
than anything he had ever seen. If this 
invention could be put to practical use with 
a kerosene lamp, manb would at last have 
the light he had been seeking since the 
beginning of time.

Johnson quit his job as bookkeeper for 
an Iowa soap company to devote all this 
time to find the right burner-to use this 
amazing new mantle. After many trials and 
errors, he was ready to introduce his lamp 
to the world in 1909. He remembered the 
story of ‘‘Aladdin and His Wonderful 
Lamp”’ from his childhood - that would be 


-the name of his wonderful lamp - The 


Aladdin. 

The initial sales of the new lamp were 
beyond all expectations. This was what the 
world had been waiting for. A dependable 
light that would make the dark hours as 
enjoyable as the day. The Aladdin 
Company became one of the giants of 
international industry. Eventually plants 
were opened in almost every county in the 
world, and their products sold everywhere. 

No doubt the reason for the continuing 
success of the Aladdin Company was their 
never ending research to improve the 
lamp. Each time a change was made in the 
lamp, a new model number was assigned. 
This is important to the collector today 
because it dates the lamp. Below are the 
various‘models and the years in which they 
were sold:

When two dates overlap, it is because 
the Aladdin was in the process of 
introducing a new model to get public 
reaction before stopping the production of 


the older model. 


The Model B burner was really a new 
invention rather just a model change. This 
model is what is known as the side draft 
burner. It was no longer necessary to have 
the center draft tube; the air flow passed 
through the sides of the burner. 

The Aladdin Company produced some of 


its most beautiful lamps with the model B’ 


burner. This was the first time that the 
Aladdin lamp could be made in glass. 


“ Although the burner didn’t change for 


many years, now the fonts were constantly 
changing. If you have a lamp with the “B”’ 
burner, you can date it only by the pattern 
of the glass - the same with pressed glass. 

_ All of the old Aladdin lamps were nickle 
plated brass. The beautiful brass Aladdins 
that, you see today were at one time plated. 
The nickle has been stripped from them 
and the brass. polished. 


Today the Aladdin lamps is enjoying a 
come-back. Not only are the antique 
collectors buying the old lamps, but also 
people are buying and using them because 


of the soft bright light that they give. One:

Aladdin.

LIVING UNDER THE SNOW — Although ducks and 
geese can fly south in the fall, small mammals such 
as voles which inhabit our meadows and marsh 
edges must stay and brave the long winter. These 
mammals escape the harshness of winter tempera- 
tures and winds by living under the snow. . They 
build warm nests and networks of tunnels, which 
may include air shafts to the outside for ventilation. 
Snow is a poor conductor of heat and acts as an 
insulator. Temperatures under deep snow have 
been recorded to be from 15°C to 32°C warmer 
than the air temperatures above.

Unfortunately, the decline in the 
Kirtland’s warbler population is directly 
related to the species’ very specific habitat 
requirements because the birds will 
usually nest only in 8-20 year old, 
even-aged, jack pine stands. 

In the past, forest fires opened up large 
tracts suitable for jack pine regeneration, 
but with the gradual improvement in forest 
fire control techniques, the scope of forest 
fires was restricted, resulting in decreased 
availability of warbler habitat. 

This problem has_ been alleviated in 


Michigan through the use of management~ 


techniques including controlled burns. 
Plantings of jack pine also help ensure that

“If the Kirtland’s warbler does indeed

breed in Ontario,’’ Mr. McKeating said, 
“this will only be determined through 
surveys of suitable jack pine habitat during 
the breeding season. Whatever the 
outcome, the presence of this seriously 
endangered species in Ontario is sufficient 
to warrant its protection.”’

When stores grain is infested, other 
losses occur besides reduced market value 
or total rejection.

There isa loss of nutritive value 
when the endosperm of the kernel is 
destroyed, whether it will be used for 
human or livestock consumption. Seed 
germination is also affected when the 
endosperm is eaten.

Hunting summary 
iS now ready 


The 1977 summary of Ontario hunting 
regulations can now be picked up at the 
usual outlets - sporting goods. stores, 
licence issuers and Ministry of Natural 
Resources offices, Natural Resources 
Minister Frank S. Miller said today... 

Several changes appear this year, one 
being a new archery hunting zone for 
moose in the Kapuskasing-Hearst area. 

In addition, the archery zone for moose 
. south of Timmins has been expanded to 
include a more varied terrain. 

Other changes for 1977 include moose 
hunting seasons opening later in five 
Ontario zones. — é 

For instance, the moose hunting season’ 
north of Geraldton opens two weeks later 
than last year - October 18 for residents 
and October’ 25 for non-residents. This 
season closes November 30 for residents - 
two weeks earlier than 1976 -- and 
November 15 for non-residents -- the same 
date ‘as last year. 

The deer seasons in northwestern 
Ontario remain basically unchanged from 
1976. In the eastern range, however, 
seasons open six days later for both 
residents and non-residents, to allow the 
hunt to start November 7, the first Monday 
in the month. The closing date is 
November 12 in the Minden, Bancroft and 


Ontario sportsmen should have their 
dogs vaccinated against rabies before this 
year’s fall hunting season due to an 
expectedly high incidence of rabies which 

_ may equal the peak year of 1958, Natural 

. Resources Minister Frank S. Miller warned 
today... 
In noting that Metro Toronto currently 
has a major outbreak of rabies in skunks in 
residential areas, he urged vaccination for 
domestic pets that might encounter a rabid 
animal. : 

‘This time of year. marks the onset of the 
fell-winter peak in rabies which has 
characteristically appeared in the province 
over the last 22 years,’’ Mr. Miller said. 
_ Ministry field offices in Southern Ontario 
have been receiving telephone calls from 
the public concerning suspected animals, 
many of which, on examination, were 
diagnosed as rabid. 


According to the Canada Department of » 


Agriculture, 167 cases of animal rabies 
were reported in Ontario during June and 
July this year. While lower than the 1976 
total of 197 cases for the same period, there 
is an increasing intensity of rabies in the 
counties of Carleton, Elgin, Hastings, 
Middlesex, Oxford, Simcoe, Wellington, 
and York.

After grain bins are thoroughly 
cleaned and repaired, they should be 
sprayed with a protective insecticide to kill 

e insects that were not removed with the | 
sweepings. It is preferable to fo wilh the bin 
at least one week before refilling. _ 

Grain should not be stored in bins close 
to feed rooms as these facilities are difficult 
to keep clean and will harbor insects. 
Ideally, grain going to market should not 
exceed 12 percent moisture, since molds as 
well as insects thrive in moisture. 

As a last resort, fumigation may be used 
‘to control insects in stored grain, but good 
preventive management is still necessary 
as a total eradication of these insects is 
difficult with an insecticide.

There is a children’s hospital in America’ 


whete the majority of the patients are 


emotionaly disturbed, withdrawn, and 
unable to express their feelings. The 
doctors there found a very unorthodox form 
of therapy, in the form of a female dog. 

The dog is allowed to roam through the 
wards and mix with the children, getting a 
hug here, and a kiss there, but somehow, 
she always knows when there is a 
newcomer to the ward, a child laying there 


~ full of resentment and confusion, unable to 


relate to anything, unable to cry. 

The dog makes her way over to the 
child’s bed and lays her head beside the 
child’s, not moving, just waiting, somehow 
knowing that in a short time they will be 
friends, and that sooner or later the pent 
up tears will let loose, and the child will be 
on the way to recovery. 

We need our pets for so many reasons; 
the blind person manouvering his way 
through the people on the-Sidewalk, with 
his guide dog by his side. Another example 
is the person who has a very demanding 
job through the week, and his hobby at 
weekends is to take his dog to. shows. 
These are relaxing and also a form of 
therapy, whatever the reason, we need 
out pets, but the people that want them 
banned, will succeed, unless we all become 
more responsible pet owners. 

Don’t let your dog run loose to bother the 
neighbours, don’t let your cat scratch the 
flower beds. Animals are intelligent, and 
can be-trained with a little patience. Don’t 
let your female cat or dog run loose when 
they are in heat and unless you intend to 
breed, have them spayed. 

We have enough unwanted puppies and 
kittens, so don’t add to the numbers that 
have to be destroyed each year, in other 
words to be a Responsible Pet Owner.

The following is an editorial taken from the Cobourg Daily Star. 
Its original title was ‘‘A Patriazch of Heritage Speaks”. | 
It caught my eye and imagination and thought | should pass it on for 


your enjoyment. 


On the weekend, we attended a wedding in a community some distance 
from here, where the children of friends were married. All the girls, as 
usual, were pretty, and all the boys, as usual, looked-ill-at-ease in their 
fancy clothes. 


It was like turning over the pages of an old photograph album to watch 


aces not seen for 10 or 12 years as they filled up the chapel. (Canadian 
/ women seem .to weather the years better than men. A greater number of 


them seem to dye their hair -- or buy their hair. They wear brighter -- and 
fewer -- clothes. They eat and drink less.) ; : 


After the service, the guests crowded around the punchbow!l out on the 
green under the tall maples. It was a hot summer's evening, and as the 
people moved inside to a great hall for dinner, the convivial wine flowed, 
and the air of the place barely moved. The numbing, mumbling toasts and 
the clinking of glasses -- and we wondered how long it, was going to last. 


Then out of the heat and the clatter of dishes and the shuffling:of chairs, 
suddenly came a hush, and the finest speech we have ever heard at a 
wedding. It was the ‘patriarch, the grandfather of the groom. What this 
man said should ‘be said from time to time as families mark their 


milestones. 


He spoke on ‘‘Heritage’’ the long line of ancestors that stand behind 
every one of us, of their achievements, their efforts and pain, and how 
they inched forward, in their own small way, man’s progress. The 
speaker is a mighty man himself. Now nearly 80, when he speaks, he 
sounds like 60. A former mayor of his town, he was its leading doctor for 
nanyyears.-Last year, he and his wife celebrated their 50th wedding 
anniversary, and a few short weeks.ago, she died. So with heavy heart, 
the old patriarch turned to the task of telling his offspring what he thought 
they should hear. 


He began at the beginning of-{ife itself. Billions of years ago man was 
walking about in Africa, standing as erect as man stands today. With his 
physician’s intrigue for the human body, he described how this early man 
could close his thumb against his other fingers and thereby hold tools and 
start the long move up to civilization. This made him different from all 
species that had gone before. 


Soon he had us in Europe, the ancestral home of so many Canadians. ‘’| 
see a sea captain standing at his wheel....,’“.he said, and told of an 
ancestor going around the Horn: He described merchant-traders into the 
West Indies, of watchmakers in London, of shifting family fortunes and 
victims of religious and political persecutions. He followed the families’ 
stories from Britain to Europe to the U.S., and to Canada, ever seeking 
freedom for themselves and the opportunities for progress. There were 
Loyalists and homesteaders, pioneers, warriers and teachers and 
politicians and mothers and fathers and boys and girls. 


This, he said, was the heritage which the young bride and groom had 
behind them, and must not fail. S 
As the old man finished he turned to his two grandsons, and called them 
by name. In‘a voice that seemed to be carved in marble, he said, ‘’1 want 


. you never to forget these things.’ 


They never will. Nor will the guests who thronged the hall. 


As the old man walked to his table, he was young again, and the crowd 
stood in a standing ovation and cheered him .to the heights. 


It was a remarkable and memorable performance -- a reminder that — 


each of us is just a flickering flash in the:tong course of human heritage, 
and that we are responsible to all those who have gone before.

Fish, like all animals in their natural 
environment, carry a number of parasitic 
organisms, both internally and externally. 
The number and type of parasites present 
depend on several factors, including the 
age of the fish, the population density, diet 
and habitat. Two of the more frequently 


“encountered parasitic infestations are 


black#spot and yéllow grub. 

Black spot, characterized by -small, 
-dark-colored spots on or just under the 
scales, is due to an infestation of larval 


- flukes which penetrate the skin of the fish 


and form a thin cyst. The black colour is 
due to an accummulation_of black pigment 
cells produced by the host fish in the outer 
cyst wall. Most infestations of this parasite 
are, not lethal to the fish. Black spot has

A paradoxical employment situation 


For several years, Canada has been 
faced with the paradoxical situation, where 
on one hand there is a significant shortage 
of skilled workers (especially in apprentice- 
able trades), while on the other hand there 


is a high level -of unemployment, 


particularly among youth. 

In the loca area there is generally a 
demand for journeymen motor vehicle 
mechanics, auto body repairers, heavy 
duty equipment mechanics and farm 
equipment mechanics. Approximately 55 
percent of the unemployed people 


registered with The Canada Manpower . 


Centre are under age 24. 

To meet this double challenge more 
effectively, the department (Canada 
Employment ‘and Immigration Commis- 
sion) has designed an exploratory project - 


programs, with certain policy modifica- 
tion. The project provides expanded 
incentives to encourage employers to 
establish new or additional apprenticeship 
positions in selected shortage trades and to 
recruit unemployed youth to fill these 
positions. 

To be eligible, employers should be 
willing and capable of «providing the 
necessary training, and agree to make 
every effort to maintain the apprentice’s 
employment for the entire apprenticeshi 
period. To be approved under YAT. 
however, the apprenticeship training 
positions must be new positions which are 
over and above the employer’s normal 
complement of apprentices or be with an 
employer who does not make it a practice 
to hire apprentices.

Now is best time 
of year to 


restore lawns 


This time of year is the best time to — 


restore weak, patchy lawns, says D.B. 
McNeill, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist. 

‘Cool fall weather stimulates grass 
growth, and seedlings have time to 
establish roots before winter.”’ 

Lawn deterioration can be caused by 
poor soil, poor drainage, excessive shade, 
weeds, pests or improper maintenace. 

‘*Poor lawns can be revitalized with 
adequate watering or by increased soil 
fertility.”’ 


If lawns have few bare spots and topsoil , 
is good, Mr. McNeill says, complete “ 


reseeding is unnecessary. Apply a good 
herbicide before sp adi seed. 

‘To avoid waste, reseed only bare spots 
more than one foot square. Seed by 
mid-September with a good grass mixt 
such as creeping fescue and Kentu 
bluegrass.”’

SERVING WINE 


It’s easy to learn to serve 
wine the way the experts do. 
Just follow a few simple rules. 

Chill white wines about 
two hours before serving to 
about 55 degress. Champagne 
should be served at around 45 
degrees, Refrigerate it for 
about four or. five hours be- 
fore serving. 

The most desirable tem- 
perature for red wines is be- 
tween 65 and 70 degrees. If 
you think your wine is 
warmer, refrigerate it for a 
half-hour. Let reds ‘‘breathe,” 
by opening the bottle about 
15 minutes before serving, to 
enhance aroma, bouquet and 
taste. | 

A clear-stemmed glass with 
a tulip-shaped bowl is an ex- 
cellent all-purpose container 
for your wine.

Events of 1812war 
being studied again 


The last international war to be fought 


on Canadian territory was the War of 1812. | 


Americans, British, Canadians of 
French, English and Indian stock all took 
their reluctant parts in the bloody 


- encounters. For the British at the time, it 


was just a minor colonial skirmish in the 
boondocks of North America. For the 
Americans, it was.a defeat best forgotten 
as quickly as possible. For Canadians, even 
now, the War of 1812-1814 languishes in 
most of our history books as a dry, 
inconsequential little fracas. 

But recently, as Canadians re-examine 
their history and the making of a nation, 
the War of 1812 is being studied again, in 
new books, television programs, and in a 
unique exhibition which will open at the 
Canadiana Galleries of the Royal Ontario 
Museum, 14 Queen’s Park Cres., W. 
Sept. 23 to Dec. 4. This exhibition contains 
a collection of paintings, drawings, 
aquatints, lithographs, engravings and 
etchings, based on eye-witness sketches 
done by officers and men of both sides of 
the many encounters. 

The show also includes an extraordinary 
copy of the Declaration of War made by the 
British in response to the American 
Declaration of War; a hand-written letter 
by, and miniature painting of General 
Brock, military memorabilia and contem- 
porary military maps showing the disposi- 
tion of troops. The pictures belong in the 


Bugs own 
worst enemies 


Biological insect control shows bugs can 
be their own worst enemies, says John 
Hughes, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist. 

Through biological bug control, harmful 
insects can be regulated by harmless insect 
predators or parasites which feed on 
unwanted pests. 

‘*Biological bug control is a natural, safe 
alternative to presticide sprays, but is has 
enjoyed only limited practical success.” 

One advantage of biological insect 
control is that predators eliminate only 
specific unwanted pests, but leave valuable 
insects such as ladybugs, dragonflies, and 
wasps. 

Biological bug control allows gardeners 
to use pesticide sprays only when 
necessary. 


rmanent collection of the Canadiana 


Galleries of the Royal Ontario Museum and 


are presently being prepared for presenta- 
tion under the supervision of Mary Allodi, 
who is in charge of paintings in the 
Canadiana Department and is author of 
Canadian Watercolours and Drawings in 
the Royal Ontario Museum. 

How, indeed, did young Canada, with its 
half million people strung out in handfuls 
along the border from the Maritimes to 
Lake Superior, become the battleground of 
an international war? 

The early 19th century found Britain and 
France at war. When American ships 
continued their trans-Atlantic trade with 
Europe, the British began to search 
American ships for trade, arms and 
mercenaries. Tempers grew hot. Despite 

reat conflict in the United States 
ongress, War was declared against 
Britain. 

The Americans knew that the British had 
considerable ship-building going on along 
the east coast of Canada and along the 
lakes. In fact, the biggest ship of all was 
located on the waterfront of Toronto, then 
York. It was a natural target: for the 
Americans who hoped in capturing York'to 


. cripple British ship-building in Canada and 


to establish themselves in a British colony. 


‘ The Americans did in fact take York, 


though with considerable bloodshed. Then, 
unaccountably, they sailed away, leaving

During the first six 
months of 1977, there were 144 work 
stoppages, resulting in the loss of 427,392 
man-days, a decline of about 73 per cent.

Cool, cloudy weather is best for 


‘ transplanting everygreens. They should be 


replanted in a hole larger than the plant’s 
roots so top-soil mixed with organic matter 


can be worked in to encourage the roots. - 


After replanting, evergreens should be 
watered thoroughly.» Continue regular 
watering during the growing season. 

Before freeze-up in November, Mr. 
Fleming suggests applying a four-to 
six-inch layer of manure, straw or. wood 
chip mulch to moderate the soil 
temperature and provide protection for the 
plants’ roots.

Dear Sir, 

I was pleasantly surprised to see that you 
have finally obtained a clear and definitive 
picture on your front page of the 
commander of a flying saucer from outer 
space. You quite mistakenly refer to this 
person? as a potato, thereby revealing both 
your ignorance about potatoes and the 
inhabitants of outer space. 

Those of us who have been fortunate 
enough to meet space travellers from other 
planets at close quarters and converse at 
some length with them immediately 
recognize this as an excellent photograph 
of an inhabitant of the inner western edge 
of Saturn’s northern most ring.

For 
each night, the level of our bei. , that is 
very wise and knows us most clearly. tries 
to contact our conscious selves through 
dream language. 

If we can read the language, we can take 
action based on our wise and purely 
motivated depths; if we don’t act on what 
the dream is telling us, then we are mere, 
collectors of dreams. : 

Dream. exploration is a technique, not a 
way of life; a technique for correcting those 
times when our life doesn’t seem to be 
flowing or is losing direction. 

But of course, in order for you to use 
your dreams, you must trust them, and 
trust that you yourself know what is best 
for you. So many of us run to doctors, 


‘teachers and therapists to tell us how we 


should run our lives. 

Few of us are so in touch with our depths 
that we know immediately the reason for 
our inappropriate behaviour. We just know 
vaguely that we are out of sorts. If, 
however, we learn to ask our depths, via 
our dreams, they will eventually give us 
the answer we need. 

So assuming you are now willing to 
believe that your dreams can help you, how 
do you contact them? Besides the keeping 

If you are deeply concerned with the 
matter in hand, the energy you put out in 
interest makes a clear channel so the 
dream can rise. Dreams surface because 
we are no longer afraid to look at a solution 
to our particular problem, though we must 
act on the solution if we want the dream to 
sp eos 


spiritual ‘traditions have many 


accounts of leaders acting on dreams for 
the benefit of their followers. We in our 
own simple way must learn to act on what 
our dreams are telling us, ‘for our own 
benefit and for those of our friends and 
family around us. 


clearly, it is good to keep a dream diary and 
chart the dreams for a while. Down the side 
of the chart, number the dreams; in column 
2, give them a title and in column 3 a brief 
note of what happened the day before. 
(Often the day triggers old, not very useful , 
ways we react to situations, which will in 
turn bring up a dream situation about our 
behaviour). 

In subsequent columns tabulate the 
occurence of dream symbols, e.g. vehicles, 
buildings, landscapes, people. So that at 
the end of the month you might say, ‘I 
seem to have had many dreams about 
sailing and looking for a harbor. Then you 
can start looking at what these symbols 
mean for you. Of course there are 
Universal symbols - the sun, the moon, 
journeys, mountains, etc. and these must 
not be glossed over; but what is important 
is what the symbols mean to you, and what 
ae the feelings in the dreams bring 

ack. 

Later, when one comes to see clearly 
what the dream means, you can actuall 
re-enter the dream and change it eater f 
Dreams have their own validity, just as life 
does; if you have the strength to change 
your dream, then you will find the strength 
to change your life. You must not only 
confront your fears in dreams but must 
embrace your joy, sensuousness and 
spirituallity: both actions will increase 
your energy for living. 

If you are seriously interested in learning 
to use\your dreams, there are no secrets, 
only several useful techniques to learn 
depending on the personality of the 
dreamer.

3 Die in silo 


These words are strong, but not strong 
enough to prevent a disaster. Last week, in

The silo is a relatively new 20’ by 70’ 
poured concrete silo with a_ roof. 
Approximately 25 feet of old silage 
remained in the silo. The silo was being 
filled until September 12. At that time, the 
distributor was not operating properly. On 
the far side of the silo, the corn was 
approximately 12 feet from the ne and on 
the chute side, approximately 30 feet from 
the top. No corn was added on September 
13 or 14. About 11:00 a.m. September 
14th, the first son went up to level the 
silage and to adjust the distributor. he was 
found in the pocket. The second son went

Thanksgiving 
in a hungry 
world. 


Official statistics suggest that for this 
year’s festivities’ for Thanksgiving Day . 
there is available for every man, woman, 
and child in Canada nearly two pounds of 
turkey. Many Canadians, of course, cannot 
afford to put turkey on the table, but others 
can gluttonously make up for that. 


Turkey is good tor us. It is an excellent 
source of the protein we need if we are to 
~njoy good health. In Canada and the 
USA and most of western Europe, 
adults receive, on the av erage, 90 grams of 
protein (each day, along with 3,000 
calories. In latin America, apart from 
Argentina, it is 70 grams of protein, with 
2,400 calories. In Asia it is 50 grams and 
2,100-calories-- and this apparently is lower 
than it was nearly 40 years ago. In Africa 
the averages are lower than that--and in 
some parts of that continent every child 
suffers at some time from severe protein | 
deficiency, which is one of the most 
common and deadly ailments of children 
in the underdeveloped parts of the world. 


On the other hand, a few years ago, & 
medical writer reported that what he called 
‘‘overnutrition for the child’’*has become a 
serious health problem in N orth America. 
And here in Canada, despite pockets of? 
poverty and malnutrition, public health 
authorities have said that more of us suffer 
from obesity than from malnutrition. 


We comfortable, well-fed people often 
develop curious perspectives on food 
problems. How many of us are more 
concerned: today about famine in Africa 
and India than we are about rising food 
costs at home? 


If Canadians were to contribute just five 
cents for each pound of turkey eaten during 
Thanksgiving weekend about $2 million 
would be raised for food and other forms of 


" relief and healing in regions of severe 


distress throughout the world. 


Let us recognize that Thanksgiving is an 
emotional perversion--and compassion is 
not really compassion unless it does 
something practical, such as causing 
people to reach deep into their purses. 


At this Thanksgiving season we can all 
exercise some constructive compassion 
through our support of world relief 
agencies - the mission programs of 
and the work of other international 
charitable organizations. .

Sight is a child’s most precious sense. 
From birth on, he gradually comes to 
depend more and more on his vision for 
learning and guidance. In fact, about 80 
per cent of all school tasks he performs 
depend on his vision, according to the 
latest figures released by the Ontario 
Association of Optometrists. ! 

Because vision is such an essential factor 
‘ in child development, visual ability can 
affect a child’s school achievement, his 
social adjustment, and some of his physical 
capabilities such as hand-eye co-ordina- . 
tion. If his visual capacity is limited; his 
interest in activities and endeavours is 
likewise likely to be limited. Thus, a child’s

All but a very few children can have their ‘ 
vision problems corrected or improved, for ti. 
few health problems respond so completely , 
to proper professional care. 

For refractive etrors (such as near-sight- ae 
edness and astigmatism) conventional ; 
glasses are usually prescribed. Lenses may 
also be prescribed to enable the child to 
function visually with greater care and 
efficiency. 

Visual training or orthoptics may be 
prescribed for problems of muscle 
imbalance, where two eyes do not work 
together as they should. Sometimes a child 
may be given visual training to improve the 
vision of a lazy eye (amblyopia). 

The Ontario Association of Optometrists 
recommends a complete, professional 
vision examination before a child enters . 
kindergarten, and annual checkups there- 
after to provide maximum preventive care 
and early correction

Protection 
for eyes may 


be inadequate 


The eye protection now being worn by 
Canadian workers may be inadequate, 
according to a recent study conducted by 
the Canadian Standards Association, the 
Canada Safety Council and the Construct- 
ion Safety Association: of Ontario. 

The survey was taken in connection with 
the Conference on-Protective Equipment 
(COPE !78), slated for Toronto, January 
3-25, 1978, under joint sponsorship of the 
three organizations. 

Of the 2,701. respondents to the 
-questionnaire, all of whom had eye’ 
injuries, 1,138 or 42 percent, were wearing 
eye protection at the time of their injury.

The 
study suggested that while they tried to act 
correctly (stopping first), they were unable 
to take the entire situation in. Children 
don’t see things the same as an adult. and 
they can’t judge distance and speed. In 
ct, the child’s way of looking around 
gives them a t deal less information 
than an adult in the same situation. 

The child may even make eye contact 
with the driver. But where the driver thinks 
he has been spotted by. the child and the 
child will wait until the vehicle is passed, 
the youngster -- on the other hand -- knows 
he has been seen and is sure the driver will 
stop to let him. cross. 

eep in mind the laws pertaining to 
school zones and school buses. Remember 
that adult school crossing guards are now 
permitted to use stop signs to signal traffic 
to stop on roads with speed limits of 40 
mee or less when directing children across 
a highway. Where a school bus is sto ed 
on a highway to pick up or deposit children 
and has its red-signal lights flashing, traffic 
in both directies is required to stop if 
there is no median strip or barrier. Where 
there is. such a barrier dividing the 
highway, only traffic travelling in the same 
‘ direction as the school bus is required to
